Lexington, Ky., Dec. 14.—Miss May 
Collins, who, with S. P. Putnam of 
Chicago, president of the free thought 
congress, was found dead in Boston 
Saturday, was the daughter of D. T. C.

H art’s mother is nearly crazed over 
the affair. An elder son left the house 
a few minutes after the shooting and 
alarmed the neighbors and an attend­ 
ant at the county poor farm. Search­ 
ing parties were quickly or"”-iized, 
and Sheriff Mills and the police of .this 
city were notified by telephone from 
LaMoille within an hour after the mur­ 
der. The sheriff sent a posse of fifty 
men to the scene without delay, and 
they, in addition to hundreds of farm­ 
ers and citizens from near-by towns, 
armed^and mounted, scoured the coun­ 
try in every direction all day, but at a 
late hour the fugitive had not been ap­ 
prehended. 
Several bloodhounds have 
been on the trial. 
Sheriff Mills telegraphed information 
of a reward of $500 for the capture of 
the murderer to all stations within a 
radius of IOO miles. 
The Harts are among the most high­ 
ly respected families in the commun­ 
ity. Neighbors threaten to lynch the 
murderer as soon as he is cuaght, and 
should he offer the slightest resistance 
when found he will be shot. 
A late report says the fellow has been 
corralled in the woods near LaMoille, 
but it lacks confirmation.

The oh i talians 
accepted this name—ae they had no 
other names given them by unbeliev­ 
ers—because they considered it aa 
honor, and also bees usa, as the name 
was given to them ae one of eontempt, 
they were glad to bear reproach for 
Christ’s sake.

known at the national capital.

Johnson’s work in the business de- 
partm eot has been 
very successful. 
He has given the 
departm ent high 
standing throughout the state and has 
made many friends during hit Janes­ 
ville stay. 
The Waukau Daily Record prints a 
picture of the Janesville High school, 
together with the following article: 
“ It was bnilt in 1394 to meet the 
demands of a rapidly growing attend­ 
ance, and epeaks for itself. 
Like 
every city th at is not going “ to seed,’* 
Janesville never had too mach rchool 
room for her children. 
In 1893 the 
attendance in the High sohool leaped 
from ITO (the present enrollm ent of 
the Waneau High 
sohool) 
to 210, 
crowding the old High tchool building 
to its utmost capacity, aud aeriously 
affecting the work. 
A mew building 
became a pressing necessity, and the 
School Board, the Common Couacil 
and the citizens stepped forward and 
met 
the 
demand 
by 
erecting the 
above 
modern 
and 
complete 
■true lure 
a t 
a 
coct 
of 
$43,369. 
From the very start the 
board felt the necessity of security for 
the city a building so complete th at 
nothing ehould be desired for some 
time to come. 
So it planned an as­

Some had urged making it large enough 
to hold 400, (but th o rt’Cightedoess 
won the day, ae it o ften . does, and 
more’a the pity.) 
Before the new 
building was open a month the en ­ 
rollm ent retched 314, and this year 
the report comes th a t the building is 
overcrowded. 
Did any growing city, 
where the people are intelligeat, ever 
have too much school room? 


8eheol Ie C om plete. 
The building is arranged to fit boys 
and girls for any one of the three 
great fields of human activity—the 
industrial, the commercial and th# 
professional, making it a real public 
High School. 
Most High Schools are 
handicapped for lack of room, so th at 
scholars who are to take up a pro­ 
fessional life receive not too mueh 
attention, b at relatively more atten­ 
tion than those who are to become 
business men and much more then 
those who are to toke up the trades 
and industries. 
The Janesville High 
School ie so complete th a t it can give 
©neb boy and girl just the foundation 
th at is wanted, w hether for industry 
for commerce or I j v the profession!. 
“ The building is 
constructed of

Sheriff Appleby was nearly over­ 
come by the donee smoke th at came 
from the burning woolen blankets anc 
feather pillows, and forced to rush 
back into the air to catch his breath 
several times before he got Thomas 
out of the cell. 
Violent vomiting fol­ 
lowed each attem pt to reach Thomas, 
but the plucky sheriff finally suc­ 
ceeded in dragging the unconscious 
man to a place of safety. 
Dr. Joe W hiting was a t once sum­ 
moned aud found Thomas’ condition 
to be most serious. 
He dressed his 
burns, etc., and the fire patrol was 
called to take him to the hospital. 
Thomas is about thirty-five years of 
age, and unmarried. 
He has relatives 
iivin < near this city. 
B rought From 
Chirsago. 
Thom as was drought up from Chi­ 
cago, last evening by Officer Hogan 
and taken to the jail. 
He had been 
w ith relatives a t Chicago and they 
had notified his Bock eounty ielations 
th a t his mind was not clear and that 
he had better be cared for.

ingly, Officer Hogan was sent for hi n. 
Coming up on the train last night, 
Thomas seemed 
to be feeling un­ 
usually good natured. 
Be engaged

happy fram e of 
mind. 
He had net been in jill very 
long, however, before his disposition

A fter Thomas had been 
searched he was placed in a cell on 
the “ South side.” 


8m «k« W as Suffocating. 
Sheriff Appleby and Turnkey Brown 
were kept on the jum p watching him. 
They would lie dow n for a 
m om ent, 
only to be awakened by the yells of 
the insane man, and the noise made 
as he tried to smash the furniture in 
his cell. Sheriff Appleby visited Thom­ 
as the last time at 
1:30 o'clock this 
morning. 
About six o’clock he was 
aw akened by Turnkey Brown. 
“ She south side corridor is full of 
smoke!” called the Turnkey. 
Sheriff Appleby rushed dc wn stairs. 
The smoke was so thick in the hallway 
between the rows cf cells th a t the 
lighted gas jet comd not be seen 
through it. 
It was suffocating amoke, 
too, aa it 
come from the burni ig 
woolen blankets and feather pillows 
on Thom as’ bed. 
Throw ing the doors 
open, the sheriff rushed into tb s cor­ 
ridor. 


M ade H im

One breath taken in the thick clouda 
made him tick, and he staggered back 
Into the air, Suffering from violent 
nanaea. 
The second attem pt to reach 
the cell resulted in a foroed retreat, 
but by this tim e the smoke had lifted 
som ewhat as tho outside air was ad­ 
m itted , aud by holding his breath the 
sheriff managed to reach Thomas’ side. 
Groping his way abopt the cell, be 
found Thomas lying in the m idst of 
the fire. 
Apparently he had seized 
the blazing blankets in his hands, and 
and wrappsd them about his head, as 
his head and hands were most serious­ 
ly burned. 
Pieces cf bltzlng cloth 
were scattered all over the cell floor, 
and Thomas had evidently scuffled 
about considerable before he lay down 
on the flaming pile. 
N* Chance 
To Recover. 
Thomas oannot recover, Dr. W hit­ 
ing said this afternoon. When he was 
exam ined,it was found th at the whole 
danger did not lie in the burns re­ 
ceived, although they were so severe 
th a t Thomas had raked all the flesh off 
one of his wrists in bis struggles. For 
over an hour, it was thought, he had 
been in the tell, inhaling the suffocat­ 
ing smoke. 
This, the doctor said. 
would kill him, although if his inju­ 
ries had been confined to the burns, he 
would bs likely to recover. 
At 3 o’clock this afternoon he was 
still unconclous, aud the doctor stated 
th a t he would vwobably die without 
regaining his senses. 
How Them as started the fire is a 
m ystery, as ho had bean carefully 
searched, and everything taken frem 
his pockets before he was locked up.

HALSTEAD TO TELL 
CUBA’S CONDITION 


W HERE: P E O P L E W E R E T O D A Y . 


CHANGE IN GREAT LECTURER'S 
SUBJECT. 


W ill dpeak Tonight On the Most Inter­ 
esting Topic Now Before the Am en- 
coo People—He Visited the Island 
Since th* W ar Has Been In Pro­ 
gress. 


M urat Halstead, the famous journal­ 
ist, lectures a t the Congregational 
church tonight, on the subject of 
“ Cuba.” He was to have spoken on the 
theme “ Forty Years on the Daily Pa 
per*,” hut since his arrival in this city 
this noon, the management decided to 
ask him to change hie subject to 
“ Cuba.” This he readily consented 
to do. 
The “ Cuban question” is the most 
interesting and im portant one before 
the American people today, and Mr. 
Halstead is competent to handle it. 
Since the war bas been in progress, he 
has visited th at island, and therefore 
knows all about It. 
The change of 
subjects will he entirely satisfactory 
to Janesvilla people, all of whom will 
he fled to hear something about Cuba 
from one so well qualified to speak on 
th at sub]pct. 
During Mr. Halstead’s lecture on 
“ Cuba,” at Evanston, IU., Saturkay, 
he defined his position in these words: 
Cab* Lost 
To Spain. 
M urat Halsted, who I n u r e s at the 
Congregational church tonight, told 
the story of the Cuban struggle for 
liberty to ac Evanston, Chicago, audi­ 
ence Saturday night in the First Meth­ 
odist church. 
The speaker appeared 
under the auspices of the Y. M. U. A 
of Northwestern 
University. 
The 
speaker said: 
“ Spain bas 
iiretriovably last Cu­ 
ba. and deserves to have tost. it. 
It 
has treated the island with neglect. 
The island has been ruled tv m artial 
law. 
The Captain-General, who is at 
the head has all authority, and hit 
absolute power is not hindered by any 
cabinet or counsel. 
“ Cuba is a rarely beautiful country, 
and its beauty has been fatal to it. It 
is all desolate now. 
The atrocities 
seen there daily are iudiscribable. 
It 
is the poliey of Gomez to burn 
he 
sugar aud tobacco plantations and of 
Spain ic burn the villages. 
The con­ 
dition cf the country is the most de­ 
plorable, horrible, and pathetic ever 
seen in history. 
The atrooiticds there 
are more aggrivated than those prac­ 
ticed by the Turks in Armenia. 
The 
country is utterly lost to Spain, for no 
people have ever fought so hard for 
liberty w ithout winning it.” 
Mr. Halsted said he favored the 
United States getting possession of the 
island; also of the Hawaiian Islands, 
of Iceland and of other islands.
